Marconi Says Allies Are Certain of 
Ultimate Victory 


Upon his return to London from a 
month’s trip to Italy and elsewhere 
on the continent, Guglielmo Marconi, 
inventor of wireless telegraphy, and 
now a second lieutenant in the Italian 
army, replying to a question by the 
correspondent, expressed belief that 
there was no likelihood of the war be- 
ing finished within another year. 

While Germany seemed ready to 
make peace now, he said, the allies , 
were bound to ignore any such over- 
ture, for the reason that Germany was 
not inclined to agree to any terms 
that would be acceptable. 

“The plain fact,” he ‘said; “is that 
Germany, or. a majority of the Ger- 
man people, are tired of the slaughter 
of men, weary of: the struggle that 
seems to have no end in sight. While 
that is the prévailing feeling in Ger- 
many, it will shift to one of bitter re- 
volt to see the wat on when all of 
Germany. realizes that the ‘allies are 
intent on. beating: Germany and. that 
the allied will not accept: any half-way 
peace terms. 

“The pulk of Germany’s ‘population 
helieves;-that: Germany has accom-: 
plished enough ‘to’ enable hér to dic- 
tate terms advantageous to herself. 
They. will all pull together for Ger 
man Victory, even harder than’ ever, 
when the grim determination of the 
allies dawns on their minds. |

Disaster swilt and complete has 
overtaken One OF the largest aud most 
@laborateiy eyulpped Zeppelins. 

The vessei coucerned was the Z18, 
and the disaster, which resulted in 
two men bemg kKilied and eight in- 
jured, occurred at Tendern, West 
oliuesWig. ‘Lhe exp.osion occurred 
when GeNnan soldiers were engaged 
in pumping gas or air into the Zep- 
pelin, which had only recently arriv- 
ed, and nad been installed in a shed.

are unable to purchase small boys goods locally; 
and in making up a mail order, other goods 
which can be purchased locally, are included. 
The following reprint tells how an alert business 
man successfully met mail order competition: 


HOW I MEET MAIL ORDER COMPETITION | 
(System Magazine) 


I had many opportunities, before I took up business for 
myself, t observe how much trade left our town and went to 
the big mail-order houses. Asa helper in the post office I was 
particularly impressed by the number of cash mail orders 
forwarded to these concerns. 

And after I did go into business, my partner and I had 
frequent occasion to remark on the fact that scarcely a single 
day passed without the railroad bringing several freight or 
express shipments, addressed to people in our part of the 
country. Against such shipments, the local merchants 
grumbled and complained; and we also used our influence 
whenever we could do so, to prevent the sending away of these 
orders. 

But it did no good. Looking back now, I can see that 
we merchants went about the thing the wrong way. We 
were more unfair to ourselves than to other parties concerned, 
because we had todo the suffering. Our object was to prevent 
the farmers and townspeople from sending their orders away, 
but we did nothing to show why they ought to trade with us, 

We were content with sneering at the goods that came in 
‘‘knocking”’ their quality, value, price und everything about 
them. But that, of course, only tended to make the local 
people more stubborn In their determination to trade where 
they believed they got best values. 

My partner and I made a scant living in our business. 
And one day when he came 1m from the post office, and told 
about seeing one of our customers—who invariably let his 
bills with us run from six to nine monthe—sending away a 
fifty-dollar money order to one of the mail order houses, we 
decided to kick the traces of custom, and do something to get 
at the trade which was slipptng through our fingers. 

Our latest monthly statement at that time showed that 
we had perhaps enough stock on hand to balance our out- 
standing accounts. Of what was coming to us we could pro- 
bably collect half... 

We agreed that we were willing to stake what little we 
had jin order to get out of the rut... ® 

First of all we sent in quite an extensive order tu the 
mail-order house that did most of the local busfness. When 
this came, we studied the goods carefully. For the first time, 
we got an intelligent understanding of the qualities and the 
prices which we must meet. 

Next, taking many samples of these mail-order goods, I 
, went east to visit manufacturers. I look; 
ed up the makers of the goods the mail 
order firms carried and 1 found that in 
many cases we could buy at very good 
figures—although not, of course, at the 
rock- hottom prices which mail-order 
firms got, Sor they often bought entire 
outputs, Still, I figured that it would 
cost the catalog houses for handling, 
high rents and the Jike. In our country 
store, expenses conld be kept very 
low... 

I bought an extensive line, though no 
great quantity of any one product... 
we had looked over the mail order firin’s 
catalogue carefully, studied them and 
lnade a iiat of stocks as we proceeded. . . 

The half of the store which was given 
ever to the new goods was carefully ar-|~ 
ranged. And it was during the work of 
making this arrangement that a new 
idea occurre. to us. It was really our 
big idea: Why not sell mail-order 
goods ? 

It was astonishing 
how audacious this idea really was. But 
we were certain it would appeal, From 
the enstomer’s standpoint we decided it 
should make a hit, because he could see 
at first hand the goods he wanted to buy. 
In the end we decided to take the risk. 

Side by side we displayed the goods of 
the mail-order houses and the goods we 
had purchased of the big jobbiug houses 
and the facturies, Whenever two articles 
were identical, or terely alike, we 
showed customers the advantage of 
purchasing from our regular stocks. 

Tho goods were before them, marked 
in plain figures, Everything was sold 
for cash. We did not too openly urge 
the purchase of our lines, but cheerfully 
left the choice with the customer. We 
did, however, make very sure that our 
lines were marked at slightly better 
prices than the mail-order goods. We 
found it possible to do this and_ stiil 
make a fair margin of profit. 

If we did n6t have in stuck an article 
which a customer wanted, we showed 
our eagerness to order it from a mail- 
order house for him. We charged just 
what the catalog quoted, and the custo- 
mer paid the frais nt, as usual, But the 
effect was in our favor. Soon we noticed 
that nearly everyone came to inspect our 
line before sending off anorder. When- 
ever we discovered a needed article, we 
added itto our regular stocks. 

It was not long before we found that 
we actually could sell the same article 
for the same prices that the mail-order 
houses quoted, besides saving our custo- 
mers the freight and the delay. Then, 
tov, we offered customers the advantage 
of seeing the gooda before buying. 

After two years of ca,+ful competition, 
we had about ended the sending away of 
mail orders from ourtown, This is how 
I sum up our method briefly: We first 
studied the wants of our customers-to- 
be; then, we got acquainted with the 
goods they liked, and the prices they 
paid ; finally, we set out and found the 
goods and duplicated or bettered the 
prices. The other conditions being in 
our favor, we naturally got the business,

Our Returned Soldiers 


The Work of the Canadian Patriotic 
Fund and the Soldiers’ 
Commission 


The establishment of the Soldiers’ 
Aid Commission for Ontario, of which 
the secretary is Mr. C. N. Cochrane, 
Parliament Buildings. Toronto, is the 
first result of the report recently is- 
sued by the hospitals commission, 
and the forerunner of others. 

The care of the soldier who has 

returned to Canada, mutilated or 
weakened as a result of active ser 
vice, is the prime duty of Canadians. 
Wor ‘some months the Canadian Pat- 
riotic Fund has been endeavoring to 
‘ensure that the men already back 
jfrom Europe should suffer no want. 
‘This work has been voluntarily un- 
A en by local committees of the 
ifusid, although in most instances their 
Stittie is fully occupied with the task 
tof making provision for the families 
of soldiers. 
. Each soldier is interviewed at Que- 
bec by a representative of the Fund 
and a confidential report sent by the 
latter to the patriotic committee of 
the town to which the goldier is go- 
ing. This serves the two-fold purpose 
of protecting the fund against the 
greedy or unscrupulous and of giving 
the local committee information that 
is helpful is finding employment for 
the deserving. Not every man who 
Teturns to Canada wearing His. Maj- 
esty’s uniform is included in the lat- 
ter category, but the great majority 
have done their duty in the fullest 
degree. To the latter it has been the 
privilege of the fund to present a 
small badge bearing the words, “For 
service at the front.” The men who 
are wearing these badges are the 
worthiest citizens that we can ac- 
knowledge. Like charity, that badge 
should be allowed to cover a multitude 
of sins. . F 

The work that the Canadian Pat- 
riotic Fund can do for.returned sold- 
fers, however, is limited by act of par- 
liament, and it has been specifically 
enacted that no assistance can be 
given by the fund to “any person who 
is in receipt of any gratuity, pension 
or allowance paid by His Majesty or 
by any foreign government in conse- 
quence of incapacity or death occur- 
ring as aforesaid.” Partly on this 
account and largely because the pen- 
sions and gratuities paid to incapaci- 
tated men are oft-times admittedly in- 
adequate, it has been necessary to 
establish a hospitals commission and 
disablement fund. The officials of 
the latter, in their report to the fed- 
eral government, recommended among 
other measures, that provincial com- 
missions be formed for the purpose 
of supplementing these pensions eith- 
er by monetary grants or by free 
training in various trades. The Sold- 
fers’ aid commission of Ontario. as 
we have said above, is the first step 
in this direction Already it has an- 
nounced its intention of mobilizing 
the manufacturers of Ontario and we 
do not doubt that the process will be 
facilitated by the manufacturers 
themselves, Ochers also will be asked 
to lend their aid in discharging a 
great national] duty and there is every 
prospect that in Canada at least the 
traditional tragedy of the returned 
soldier will have no place.

Prohibition in Russia 


Sobriety is Working Wonders in the 
Land of the Czar 

Writing of the recult of prohibition 
in Russia Mr, Waclaw Czerniewski, 
writes in a british paper, from his 
own experiences as toilows: 

The Russian empire, the least edu- 
cated and least civilized amongst 
the entente powers, lirst set an ex- 
ample in restricting the sale of drink. 

lt is worth noticing that the entire 
prouibition of alcohol in Russia did 
not Meet with any resistance, or even 
any serious protest trom: the peo- 
ple. lt is true that the liberty of the 
Russian press and the liberty of the 
expression of opinion in Russia can- 
not be compared with those of Eng- 
land, 

In spite of this, however, recent 
Russian history gives ample ex- 
amples of protests on various oc- 
casions from the people against gov- 
ernment policy. ‘the abolition of 
monopoly, and even the prohibition, 
have met with the approval of the 
whole Russian nation. The _ peas- 
antry, the working classes, and even 
the well-to-do classes are blessing 
the decision of the Tsar. 

The enormous dilficuities of obtain- 
ing liquors produce their due result. 
The’ nation as a whole is compelled 
to be sober. The number of crimin- 
als,, and even the total of diseases, 
instantly diminished to a great ex- 
tent. 


The peasantry, indeed the whole 


nation, is more ata more prosperous, 
National feelings and _ aspirations 
grow ever deeper. ‘The beneficent 


result of sobriety in Russia is par- 
ticularly noticeable in the Russian 
army. Again and again I heard 
trom Russian oiticers in the firing 
line the opinion that the Russian 
soldier is a muc’ harder fighter thun 
the German because he is always 
sober, his energy is not kept up arti- 
ficially, and, consequently, it lasts 
longer than in the case of the Ger- 
mans, 

I can. ‘state on my own personal 
investigations in Galicia that by the 
Russian army in its advance and re- 
treat no atrocities have been com- 
mitted, although the German and 
Austrian press accused the Russian 
army of such misdemeanors. 

It is quite possible that, when a 
million men are fighting, instances 
of theft and unjust verdicts on sus- 
pected spies may occur, but such 
events are extremely rare.~ And this 
attitude of the army can again be 
attribtued to the sobriety of the sold- 
iers.

One sur- 
prise has been for ourselves and the 
other for the enemy. ‘The surprise 
for ourselves was this, that we coud 
not conceive it possible that a great 
civilized country which believed itself 
to Stand at the head of the culture 
of the world, which had achieved a 
prosperity beyond all human dreams, 
swelling in 40 years from 40 millious 
of population to nearly 70 millions, 
which had made a commerce unex- 
ampled in the history of the world, 
having potent armies and  potext 
fleets for its defence—we could not 
believe it possible that this nation, 


with genial smiles and with Judas 
kisses—its chief visiting Hngland 


amid the acclamationgs of a simple 
hearted people attended by the chief 
of his spies—by a deliberate and in- 
tamous conspiracy against the liber- 
ties of the world, was all the time 
plotting a war of which no human 
being can see the limits, but which 
every child can see means the ruin 
and devastution of Europe. We could 
not believe that at the commence- 
ment of this war it would tear up 
a treaty to which its solemn signa- 
ture had been more than once affixed, 
and that it could ravage and devas- 
tate and ruin an innocent kingdom 
which it hopes, in its ravaged condi- 
tion, to add to its empire. We could 
not believe that it would seek, by 
means which I will not characterize, 
to sink passenger vessels containing 
hundreds and thousands of innocent 
travellers, all in the lust of some vile 
idea of conquest which, God helping 
us, will never be fuifilled. (Cheers). 
That was a surprise which was not 
a pleasant surprise—perfidy of ap- 
parent friends, the uprooting of all 
ideas of international honor, the de- 
struction of the basis on which all 
civilization must rest. We _ were 
called Teuton” brothers coming of the 
same stock, bland deputations came,

Gradual- 
ly the sentiment has become warmer 
under the inspiration of far-seeing 
statesmen. who have fostered’ the 
ide% but no one coul] have believed 
that the Dominions were willing to 
sacrifice their last shilling and last 
man in the defence of the unity of the 
empire. That is the glorious surprise 
our enemies have unconsciously pre- 
pared for us, that henceforth, come 
weal, come woe, the British empire is 
a world-wide fact with which the uni- 
verse has got to deal. So long as we 
stick together—and our union is now 
thickly cemented with bloodshed in 
this war—no danger can happen to us 
which We are not capable of confront- 
ing. (Cheers).

Seven Thousand From Eastern Can- 
ada and Eleven Thousand From 
Western Canada 


One hundred and: thirty thousand 
army horses arrived at the tour To- 


}ronto horse exchanges during the year 


1915.. Of the 112,000 “warriors”, that 
came to West ‘Toronto yards about 
100.000 were brought through fro 4 
western United States. ‘he British 
and French governments therefore 
purchased in the neighborhood of 20,- 
000 horses in Toronto, drawn from 
various parts of this country. The 
Donyinion government, which through 
its.'agents, purchased directly from 
owners, took 18,000 horses, 7,000 from 
eastern Canada anu 11,0U0 trom west- 
ern Canada. Of those kx ght in the 
edst two-thirds. came frou Ontario, 
Of the latter 40 per cent. were Cav- 
alry, 40 per cent artillery and 20 per 
cent. heavy transport horses, Of 
those purchasea in the West 50 per 
cent. were cavalry, 25 per cent. artil- 
lery and 25 per cent, heavy transport 
horses. F 

The average price paid by the Can 
adian government for horses bought 
in the east was $177, and in the west 
$165, the difference being accounted 
for by the longer haul to seaboard 
and the fact that western horses had 
many of them to be broken The 
British government paid, on the aver- 
age, $160, while the French govern- 
ment, which sought lighter animals 
of, somewhat inferior quality, paid 
$140.—Toronto,. Globe.

« cable despatch to the New York 
Herald from London. says: “The 
three months since the sharp and suc- 
cessful offensive in late Septemiber 
have'seen-a:remarkably rapid accum- 
ulation of reserve men and munitions 
on the western front, in preparation 
for the next general advance. The ex- 
penditure in shells has beer even less 
than it was during the summer, -if 
conditions may be judged accurately 
from the official communiques, and 
aside from the activity at Hartmanns- 
Weilerkopf. where comparatively 
small. forees are engaged, the men 
have Been called on for little rea.

France and 
Britain have bec. working their fully 
mobilized steel plants night and day, 
and it is estimated that out of every 
three shells, two have gone into the 
reserve supply, that will be used 
when the time comes to maintain an 
unprecedented rain of death on the 
German positions from Nieuport to 
Switzerland. Into the reservoir ot 
men has ‘gone’a large proportion of 
the’. new units, which will receive 
their real baptism of fire in the next

Prepare for Peace 
Wiule ret at War 


Prairie Country to do Share in Saving 
Canada When War is Over, Says 
Minister 

Preparation for tie vita] and whok 
ly unprecedented probiems which will 
tace Canada at the conclusion of the 
war was urged by Hon. Robert Rog- 
ers, minister of public works, on his 
return from the west to Ottawa Mr. 
Rogers says the country sliould get 
ready for peace, as unfortunately it 
did not prepare ‘for war. He emphasiz 
ed the action on similar lines in the 
United States and dec.ared the prs 
ent as Canada’s greatest opportunity 
in paving.the way to be the most pro 
gressive nation of the couniry. 

“I tell you,”’:.id Mr. Rogers, “tie 
prairie country is going to do its 
share in saving Canada wien the war 
is over. It ig helping mighti:y to save 
it and to save the empire rigat now. 
Our boys out there are volubteering 
With great eagerness and as the stat- 
istics show in a mos. creditable pro- 
portion to population, Then they are 
the right kind of lads to make sold- 
iers. They not on!y know how to 
ride and shoot, which makes them so 
valuable in the veldt war of South 
Africa, but they are accustomed to 
roughing it and enduring hardships 
and generally livins the outdoor life 
so necessary anywhere 

“The boys out there are great little 
fighters. They are in this war to see 
it through. Just is surely as the west 
erners now are taking a big snare in 
waging the war, the west will take a 
big share in protecting Canada from 
the financial, industrial ad commr- 
cial consequences which the devasta- 
tion of war is bound to let loose on all 
mankind. When the war stops it will 
be like a little fast express running 
jinto a granite cliff The whole world 
| will be rushing full speed ahead with 
| war preparations. Then suddenly they 
will not be wanted. Unless the great- 
est caution is exercised there is bound 
to be vast industrial trouble, such as 
we will regret. It is almost inevitable 
and will be worldwide 

“The great pressing question for us 
in Canada is how to fortify this coun- 
try as fully as possible against its ef- 
}fects and that is where our vast and 
rich prairies will come in, Out there 
is where we must “dig in!’ to meet 
this last charge of the enemy We 
will have the prairies—by far the 
most tempting magnet for immigrat- 
ing people in the world. There will be 
nothing like them, And there will be 
a lot of migrating. Where will the 
| European immigrants go? Vill they 
go to foreign lands, lands where they 
will be lost forever for the Allies, or 
will they come over to Canada where 
they will be under the British flag? 
That is the vital question for Canada 
for the empire, for the allies, for civ- 
ilization, and the answer can be put 
in one word—preparation.’”
